'I'ho ollii-ial record of the wofk accom- 
plished iu South Africa liy tlu^ Niiie- 
toenth Brigade, of ^vhich tho liret Can- 
adian contingent formed n part, sliowed 
that they had fougljt ten general engage- 
ments and 27 minor ones, took part in 
till, ciipture of ten towns and marched 
(i'Jn niili'^;. .V lar^e minilier were of 
course absent on some of the occasions, 
but some took part in every engagement. 
One of the latter was a native son of 
Victoria, Ilonry Smetlnirst, one of the 
first to voluntpor wlioii tlie call for vol- 
nnloers w.'i.s made. lie started with tho 
(•i)utiii;,'eiit from 'N'ictoria and was in tlio 
raiik^ on every occasion that tlicre was 
seriouK work to he iliine. I'le. Smethurst 
liad the best kind of trainiii}; for the 
work lie iiiulertoolj when lie went to the 
front. A (,'reat deiil of liin time dnrinK 
his l)o.vliood was spent in llio woods and 
moimtain.s nroiiiid Vietorin, and as lie 
Krew older, wliile lie conliinicd liis in- 
terest 111 outdoor sport, ppent many hours 
In the drill hull, lieiiw,' an entli'ilslaslie 
niomher of tlic Fifth neKimeiit. 

In n letter to Ills lirotlii'r. .Tofliin 
.'^iiicl hurst, he tells in nn iiiiar^s'itiiiiif; way 
of tlie Ion;; niiireli nnil the many ti^iliti^. 
Tile loiter i.s written from The Springs, 
where llio Oaiiiidians were doiiif; fjarrlsoii 
dnty, niul Is dated .Tiily ;!. "1 liave come 
tlirouv'li tile w;ir safe iind well." he siiys, 
"hnt had a narrow (Kcapi' on one occasion 
at Thaha N'Chu. We had a r^hort luit 
lively battle on the way to Pretoria, tho 
Boci- sbell.s falling' all around us. Quo 
of our men wns stniel; in the elicst bv a 
shell and was terrible mangled. Ono 
shell struck the prouiid four feet from 
nic, hnt fortunately it tliii not burst, ♦ * 
The Boers tried to check us at tlic Zand 
river, but our artillery «oon put their biK 
Runa out of action and they scattered 
After we crossed the Zand river wo 
marched to tlie Vanl river, the bonndarv 
hptwoen the Free State and Transvaal. 
Wp crossed the Vanl wlthont opposition, 
and tho band played "God Save tho 
Oiicen," for -we were In the Transvaal. 
Our first fiffht in the Transvaal was nt 
Dornskop, just outside of .TobannesbiirR, 
and it wam a hot battle. Tlie Boors had 
Loiif: Toms and pom poms in position, 
luit it wafi no usp^thcy could not stop 
the British from advancinjr. The bravo 
Gordon Hiphlnndprs cliariied them twice 
with bayonets and -made thom. fly for their 
lives. So one more battle won and the 
credit pivon to tlie NIncteontli Brigade. 
We iiinrclicd Into The Uand. an the 
Boers call it. the next day, and camped 
there for a day. Then we were moved 
throe miles from .Toliniinef^linrir aUd rest- 
ed .several days before continuinf; our 
marc'li to rretoria. We r. aehed Pn- 
toria on .Tune 4. a toi-rlhle liiittle rnKinf;' 
at tin- tlnii'. The roar of the hi;; 
^'uiif; could lie hearii for miles. Lord 
Itolierli; was tliere with liis main eol- 
umn and balloon seelion. The balloon- 
Ists liienled the five forts, wliicli were de- 
inollshiMl in four hours hy the ■■^^liells 
from the hi;; ;,'iiiis. We sjieiit that ui^-lit 
twelve miles from Pretoria, enferlii;; the 
city tho following djiy. As we marched 



past Lord Itobcrts at 3 that afternoon, 
tho l)iuul struck up 'the Boys of the Old 
Old Bi.'igado.' 

"Wo thought our marching was over, 
but wo fitiU had work before na. Tho 
Boers threatened our line of communica- 
tion, and wo were sent 30 miles to 
Elaudsfontoin, and from there by train to 
The Sprinps, to do garrison duty. On 
.Tune ;50 the Boors attacked us here, but 
in throe minuicH tho Gaimdians were 
ready for thom, and drove them off with 
loss 

"Of the 25 Victorians only .five of ns 
marched into Pretoria." 



EARLDOM IN DISPUTE,

— Lord Mowbray and 
Stourton's claim to the Earldoin of Nor- 
folk, held by the Duke of Norfolk, rests 
on the fact that he is descended from 
the female line of tho Duke's family, 
which is nearer in blood to the original 
ancestor than the male line from which 
the Duke is descended. The claimant 
holds the baronies of Mowbray and 
Se^'iave on precisely similar tenure.

Quebec, Aug. 18.— Ten invalided Can- 
adian soldiers from South Africa arivod 
to-day on the Parisian at Queboc. 

The reception this morning by the civic 
authorities to tho ton soldiers was as 
grand as the preceding one.

Linovitch, com- 
mander of tho Itusslaii troops iu I'i Chi 
Li, reports to St. Petersburg that on 
August 12 tho Chinoso Jotonded to give 
battle at Cho Sin, where were concen- 
trated 50 battalions of the best Manchu 
troops, coinmaiidcd by Gon. Tung Fuh 
Siang, but that, losing courage, they 
retreated, not waiting for an attack to 
bo luado. Tho oyes of the world, which 
have been li.xcd hitherto on I'okin, are 
turning to ShuiiKhai, whore an im- 
broglio resulting from tho joaloticsy and 
suspicion of the powers, will possibly 
shortly assume a serious aspect. Tho 
British lamlcd Glioorkas and Bombay 
rogimonts on Frida/, and France is 
hurryiii},' 1,700 Tomiuin troops thither, 
some of wlioiu are reported to liuvo ar- 
rived already. Tho tiituation iu tho 
valley of tho Yang Tso Kiang at "Wu 
Chang is serious. Chang Chi Tung's 
troops mutinied, but tho outbreak was 
quelled.

London, Aug. 18. — England is 
thoroughly agitated over the govern- 
ment's seemingly changeable course re- 
specting tho landing of troops at Shan- 
liai. Even the semblance of yielding to 
pressure by the powers or the Chiuose 
viceroys Is regarded as impairing British 
prestige in the East and in Europe. 
Papers from the Times down aro lectur- 
ing the goveruiucnt on its supposed 
vaccilation and falnt-hoartcdness, Brit- 
ish trooiiri after all occupy tho nerve 
centre of tho richest region iu China, 
which sustains 150,000,000 uion, and 
woro landed with the consent and ap- 
proval of the powers. Tho foreign 
(dlico adjutants are bewildered at the 
ado raised throughout the country by 
what they consider an amusing little 
game of Lord iSalisbury tending to Eng- 
land's advantage. It Is explained thus 
to tho Associated Profls: 

FirHt, tho formal nnnounccment that 
troops would bo landed, then a five 
days' wait, in which tho foreign consuls 
at Shanghai wagged their heads and 
wired to their home governments mut- 
terings of disapproval on the Continent 
and the stirring up of Chinese opposition 
at Shanghai. Troops arrive at Shang- 
hai and the viceroy resists their landing, 
saying that France and llussia object. 
The consuls meet and several of thom 
assert. " if the British land, wo will 
land troops, too." Admiral Seymour, 
after" wiring London, announces that 
England withdraws, and the troops do 
not land. .V sailing hour is appointed, 
and the next day every variety of 
foreign eommercial interests In Shaiig- 
h.'ii cries out in dismay. Tho consuls 
revise their views and join in requesting 
their governnienlH to Induce the British 
to land, for the security of Shanghai. 
Tho British sail away; IntiniMtious aro 
received at the foreign oilice from 
l''raiic',>, Ot'rniany .-iiid Austria that they 
ari' quite willing the troops shinild hind; 
the troops aro pursued and brought 
back, anil the trooiis are disembarked. 

Tho government Is arranging to re- 
lievo Lord Koberts In South Africa, de- 
puting to a general of less coiisequonco 
the vexatious work of running down the 
partiisan bands there. Tho present pnr- 
poflp, it is understood, is to recall Lord 
Roberts in October, announcing then 
that the war, as a vyar, is at an end. 

Gen. Lord "Wolseley will relinquish, 
the post of commander-in-chief of {he 
army iu October, aud Lord Bobcrts "will 
almost certainly replace him. 

Lord Boberts bas settled the contro- 
versy in- the 'religious papers as to the 
denomination to which he belongs (the 
strict Baptists especially claiming him), 
by writing to a correspondent that he 
belongs to the Church of England. 

As the barracks in (ho United King- 
doni aro full of embodied militia, tem- 
porary wooden quarters have already 
been begun at Aldorshot and elsewhere 
in which to house tho roturiiiiig South 
-African trrnips. 

The Marquis of Loniionderry, post- 
master-general, has issued a hard and 
fast order to the pdfJtolllee clerks that 
"Esq." shall be used in the future in 
addressing all mali" correspondents, un- 
less they are evidently lahorors, per- 
sonal servants or tradosnien. Deposit- 
ors in postal s.avings banks aro not cii- 
titled to the "Esq."

"Tho allies arrived at Pelciu early yes- 
terday, opening with artillery the eastern 
iside of the walls, which were obstinately 
held by the enemy. The Jaixs and the

"la tho meantime the Americans and 
British had entered the Chinese city l)y 
tho Tiuig: I'ien pate. 

"Detachments of each force wore scut 
toward.s the legations. Tho jiarties met 
Hear the legations and oponod conununi- 
cation. AH tlie ministers and their staffs 
were fonnd safe. The losses o£ allies 
have not been ascertained. 

"Four hundred Cliiiiese were l<illed." 
New Vork, Aug. IS. — "Couriers from 
the front report that after the capture of 
Ho Ilsi Wu the allied troops marched 
on Mattow," fiays a cablegram to tho 
.Ifcurnal and Advertiser from its corre- 
spoadout at Cheo Foo, under tho date of 
August 17. 

"Gen. Tung Fuh Sang, with a largo 
army barred the way, but they fought 
him back nine miles, completely demoral- 
izing his army and taking Mnttow with 
trilling loss. Until Ho Hsi Wu was 
reached the march -vyas hot and dusty, 
.hut after leaving there torrents of rain 
had fallen and made marching heavy. 

'•The Chinese wore preparing enormous 
trenches at Ho Hsi Wu with which to 
flood the counti-y, but the rapid advance 
of tho allies surprised them before they 
had turned in the water and they dropped 
their spades and fled. 

"The Chinese army split into three, one 
retreating to Pekin, one remaining to re- 
sist the advance and the other moving 
•south. The allies, led in advance by a 
squadron of Bengalosc cavalry, big tur- 
•haued Indians, who enjoy the heat from 
which white men. suffer. On Tuesday 
they turned tho ouoniy's flank and cap- 
tured standards .and bugle.s, kiliing 35 
and one oflicer. We lost one horse. 

"The Japanese cavalry engaged the 
enemy's front, at the same time acting 
as infantry. 

"Mctisongers from tho legations are 
getting through tho Ohiiicso lines daily 
an<l reporting to allied commanders. 
Thi'v say the Chinese? government 
brouglU strong prtissure to bear on the 
ministers in an effort to induce them to 
leave the city and thus save China the 
disgrace of the capture of Pekin.

A 
Kood cnsi" is made out for the iiiiiiorta- 
tion of suitable varieties of foatlieri'd 
creatures, and probably tbc government 
mny see its way clear to Instruct the 
Dopnrtinent of AKrieulturo to give the 
sulijeet nome attention. Tht) spring 
would, we suppose, be the most suitable 
time to make an importation, and if tliat 
is the ease there is no necessity for an 
appropriation to he made at this session. 

A matter of some importance is the 
manner in whieli tboy sliall be liandled 
after they have been brought here. It 
would be poor policy to simply turn 
them loose to take care of theraf^elves. 
A better way would be to give them to 
the cities which would undertake to 
construct aviaries, and turn out a cer- 
tain proportion of the young hrood 
every year. 

What varieties sliould be imported is 
a matter for expert opinion. The sub- 
ject is a very interesting one, and the 
facts stated and opinions expressed by 
those gentlemen, who have Icindly na- 
•sisted the Colonist in this matter, will 
doubtless be read by every one. 



MISSTATEttlBXT CORRECTED. 

Some persons, for reasons best 1<nown 

to themselves, are eirculatini; a report 
that the Colonist is opposed to the con 
etruction of a railway from Kitimaat 
Arm tu tbc Yukon at the earliest possi- 
ble dny. That this is wholly and abt<o- 
lutely untrue, it can liardly he neces' 
nary to t^ay to those who liave read tlie 
editorials, which have appeared, in this 
paper from time to time during the last 
three "years. It is not necessary to go 
back further tlian two weeks for proof 
that we are e.Mremely anxiouc? to see such 
a line constructed as quickly as possible, 
and in order to completely disprove the 
witiftatements that ore being so diligent 
3y circulated on this subject, we make a 
few quotationii from recent issues of the 
Colonist; 

August 1, 1000, 

After speaking of the importance of an 
flll-Canudian line, we suid: "We regard 
such a line as one of those which ought 
to receive the attention of the govern- 
ments of Canada and British Columbia 
at the earliest possible day." 

August 2. 

On this day we argued at length 
' agauist anytl^ing being done that would 
bo an obstacle to an all-Canadian line, 
and cloticd by reeommcuding the govern- 
ment, "immediately after the present 
session, to place itficlf in correspondence 
with the Dominion government to ascer- 
tain if it is not possible to mature forth- 
with such a plan of railway construction 
to tbc North aa wc bare above indi- 
cated." 
August 4. 

Nearly a column was devoted to the 
advocacy of the immediate construction 
of a railway from Kitimaat Arm to the 
Yukon, 

August 7 . 

"In view of the threatened danger (i.e., 
llie closing of Skagway), wo submit to 
I ho government and legislature of Brit- 
ish Cohimbia if the present session of 
the house ought to close without steps 
being taken to secure immodiateli' an all- 
Canadian line."

We urged a decision on "a plan to be 
carried through to the end with vigor 
and despatch," 

August 12. 

"It is tile imperative duty of the Brit- 
ish Columbia government to take such 
steps in ccLC'ction with the Dominion 
government .-is? will sccure.the building of 
an all-Cai:utiian >linc from the sea-coast 
of Britifih Columbii to the Yukon with 
the least possible delay."

'•We must have an all-Canadian lino. 
'Gtuiada mast 6ecure„an jEeveone to the 



Yukon that cannot bo interrupted by un- 
friendly foieigners." 
August 15 

"The action of the government may be 
fairly uudorfitooiJ to indicate a determin- 
ation to enter actively tipou the de- 
velopment ot a policy which will secure 
at the earliest possible duy the construc- 
tion 'it a railway from a British Colum- 
bia port to the Yukon waters." 

Augutit 10. 

"The construction of an all-Canadian 
line is a patriotic dutgr." 
August 17. 

Nearly a column was devoted to urging 
the early couKtruction'of an all-Cauadiau 
line, which was described as "an enter- 
prise of supreme importance to the prov- 
ince." 

We think this effectually disposes of the 
misreiireseutations of the individuals re- 
ferred to, and we hereby serve notice up- 
on them that, unless they cuu find some 
hotter way to employ their abundant 
leisure than in misrcpresoutiug this 
paper ai.d its opinions, they make awake 
some hue morning to liud that they live 
in houses -made of the thinnest possible 
glass. 

Wo have not opposed the immediate 
construction of an all-Canadian Hue, but 
we have opposed the incorporation of a 
private company to build it at this time, 
and for the foU.'wiu? reasons; 

No private company can be formed that 
wdl build the line without substaatiul 
government aid, 

Tiiij aid must bo in part giveu by tin* 
Canadian government, and no govorumeut 
of Canada will give aid to a company 
formed of individuals, who are not them- 
selves able to give a guarantee that they 
can flnani'i- the undertaking. 

The people of British' Columbia will 
not sanction the giving of a euhsidy to 
any set of company promoters no mat- 
ter where they may live. 

No matter if there is no connection be 
tween them, the public will associate the 
declaration of a policy on the part of the 
government, which has already bc>on 
made, with the incorporation of the pro 
posed company, and this is undi'siruble 
both in the interests of the project or 
that of the government. 

The true plan is for the government to 
formulate' its plans and then incorporate 
a company composed of capitalists who 
can finance the enterprise. 

If the promoters of the proposed char 
ter think they can finance the necessary 
millions, let thorn form themfielvcs into 
a syndicate, and after the goverament 
hati matured its plans, submit their pro- 
position with an adequate guarantee. If 
they do this, we can promise them that 
they will meet with no opposition from 
this paper, but that their offer will be 
considered strictly upon its merits. It is 
proper to add that the promoters of the 
proposed charter arc not referred tc 
above as misrepresenting the attitude of 
this paper. They are within their rights 
in their applleatione, and we regret hoing 
compelled by a sense of public -dtrty to 
oppose them.

Campbell wrote at a time whrn 
science had made very little progre 
in investigating the laws governing t 
progress of the earth, and his conc( 
tion of the Last Man defying "a darken- 
ing universe " to 

" Quench his immortality 

Or shake his faith in God," 

was not in occordnnco with the notions 
cnnmionly received at the time. Tlio 
church was then rather intolerant, not 
to state the matter too strongly, of 
those who did not believe the world 
destined to end in Jiro. Tomnsso do 
Celano, writing seven hundred years 
ago, described the final day thus': 

" Dies Irae, dies illal 
Solvet scaolum in fnvilla. 
Teste David cum Sibylla"! 

which has been translated by Edward 
Slosson thus: 

"Day of wrath! of days that Day. 
Earth in llamcs shall pass away. 
Heathen seers with prophets say." 

And the great poem concludes: 

" Lacrymosa dies illn. 
Qua resurget ox favilla 
.Tudicandus homo reus: 
Iluie ergo parce, Ileus. 

or, as tbc translator expresses it: 

"Ah, that day of burning tears, 
When from ashes ro-appears 
Man all guilt, his doom to bear— - 
Spare him, God; In mercy spare' 

The Italian poot undonbtedly t 
presses what used to be. if It is not now, 
the orthodox view of the matter. 
Science suggests that Campbell was 
more nearly correct than his distin- 
guished predecessor. The general irlea 
of those who give such subjects special 
study is tliat the world will end from 
cold ami not from heat. It is ^illeged 
that the sun has givea off eight-tenths 
of its energy, which means that it is 
measurably near the time when there 
will be no source of heat and no source 
of light except the stars. No sudden 
change is anticipated. There will be 
a sudden decline in the mean tempera- 
ture. The region of perpctu.al ice will 
creep gradually down from the north 
and up from the south, and mankind 
will crowd nearer the oiiuator. Evapor- 
ation will cease gradually, and hence 
tliere will be no rainfall after a time. 
The rivers will dry up for want of 
fresh suppli(!s of water. The lakes will 
become stagnant pools, which in time 
will he frozen solid. The oceans will 
gradually become masses ot ice, and 
then a new phenomenon will occur.' 
The atmosphere will begin to liquify.' 
Wo know now what liquid air is. All 
the phenomena, which wo now oxpori 



and,'8^^Ai^^>''W^ljB^epro air, 
not water, will be the material em- 
ployed. At last the air itself will be- 
come solid. Whether man, with his 
marvellous faculty of adapting himself 
to his envlronnjent, will be able .to sur- 
vive these changes can only ' be sur- 
mised. If he does, he will doubtless bo 
much changed from what he is now. 

Campbell imagined the dying world to 
be so still that when the Last Man 
apostrophized the sun, his voice 
" Shook the seer loaves from the wood 
As if a storm passed by," 

and doubtless the stillness of the dead 
world will bo such that if a voice could 
speak upon it the mountains would re- 
echo with it as (With thunder. But 
there will not only lie darkness and 
death, but also absolute silence. If 
some ftreat avalanche of frozen air 
should fall from some mighty mountain 
of what was once water, it would make 
no sound. . If some wandering orb 
should come in contact with the earth, 
though the force of tlfe collision were 
sufficient to rend both huge bulks in 
twain, they would make less sound than 
the falling of a dew drop. Such is the 
fate of the earth as science thinks she 
reads it. 

Uow soon is this anticipated, do you 
ask? Well, not so soon that you need 
worry about it. Dr. Sec, of the United 
States Naval Observatory at New Or- 
leans, estimates that the sun will cease 
to give ofi heat or light in 3,000,000; 
his coadjutor, Dr. Hill, thinks he 
may safely add three more ciphers to 
this number, but they are hcth agn 
as to the nature ot the end. l>r. Mc(i 
ot the same institution, entertains simi- 
lar views, but he believes that the in 
genuity ot nnin will be equal to tli 
emergency, and that as beat and light 
decrease, artificial means will be d 
covered for supplying them. Dr. Mc(i 
has this nuich in favor of his view 
the cast — that in winter, when we s 
beside our coal fires or read by the gas 
burner, we are warming ourselves and 
rending by the stored uii heat and light 
givi'U off by the sun in the days wliei 
it had not lost so much of its energy 
Doubtless he argues that if nature 
couKi save n|i heat and light for the use 
of succeeding centuries, man can 
achieve the same result, or if he does 
not save up solar forces by putting 
them in oold storage, so to speak, be will 
discover ways and means of converting 
motion into these indispensable aids to 
life.

NOTES OF THE 

LEGISLATURE 



Business Is Progressing Rapidly 
—Some of the New 
Bills. 



With the passing of the eetimntes tlie 
taclc of the session is supposed to have 
been broken, and, all precedents to the 
contrary, the opposition seem this year 
to be quite as pleased as the government 
that this piece do resistance has been so 
quickly and easily despatched. The in- 
creased expcnditnirc. and that cvoii to tho 
extent of half a million over tho eeti- 
mates, was readily accepted by the mem- 
bere on Mr. Speaker's left, and only Mr. 
Mclnne.s' attacks upon the goTcrnmont 
over quite other matters showed that 
there were still no parties in the house. 
Mr. Turner ecored quite a record, as tho 
"budget wne disposed of complete in eight 
hours. 

With the Hon. Mr. Wells, however, 
thofio honors nuist bo divided, as it is 
over tho appropriations to public works 
that many of the difflcultios of tho budget 
are found to arise. Entering upon the 
dutiPfi of his department less than two 
months afro, this minister quickly grasp- 
ed the details and s.vstem of that far- 
fitroteliing field, and hifi ready explana- 
tions of all questions arising out of the 
different votes showed readily that the 
new head of that dopaTtniont wan a mas 
tor in bis craft. 

That the neeil of ofTicial representation 
at tho Empire's heart was fully recog- 
nized throughout the province was fully 
shown bv the fact that the srant of $10,- 
000 towards the re-estnblishment Of an 
agent-genernl's olBce in London was 
unanimously, nay almost enthusiastically, 
passed. 

But while the members of the upper 
country are bethinldng themficlves cif 
home and the sage brush, n considerable 
work yet remnins to be done. Over a 
wore of bills have yet to be completed. 
Thus far this session 58 have been intro- 
duced. Of these two have been with- 
drawn because of certain irregularities 
and Avill bo reintroduced at an early date. 
Two others have also been retired at the 
instance of their movers, both with the 
view of shortening tho session. Three 
bills, all opposition measures, have fallen 
by the wayside, viz., tho former Mclnnes 
hibor bill, tho game law auiemlnientj^ of 
that same gentleman, and the amendment 
regarding the assayers, which had fallen 
by tho wayside. Four bills have been as- 
sent' d to and 24 others are ready for that 
final stage on their way to the statute 

Amongst these h\pt are the Snnrlon and 
-Greenwood relief bills, while the Vaneou- 
vor pity and Phoenix' bills are yet in their 
earlier" stages. 'Jlie New Wmtminstor 
bill has been already assented to. 

Amongst the bills yet coming on, inter- 
esting debates may possibly arise over 
several, fo\ir of which would be the De- 
<'eivc(l Workmen's bill, of Mr. Curtie, in 
relation to bringing men in to work 
where a strike is on; the Molnnes labor 
bill, setting out from 45 avenues of la- 
bor all rion-naueaeians -who* cannot road; 
Mr. Brown's proposal td> introduce the 
referendum system 'regntding bonus giv- 
«n by municipalities to citieB, and the la- 
: .bor regula.tiqrt .-m'^^SSSw^^y.^Mr. 

Of the viiTious nmenaments' offered by 
the op^oiHtibb to the Vancouver and 



Westminster Railway charter bill, notice 
has alroaily been given that they will be 
introduced again on the coming up of sev- 
eral other charters, none of which have 
as yet been granted this session. It is 
understood, however, that the opposition, 
having already put themselves on record 
iu this regard, and being in quitQ as big 
a hurry to get homo as any of the other 
luenihers, will not waste time by insist- 
ing again in these aniendmonta during the 
present session. 

It i.s understood fbnt through represen- 
tations made to the niembei-s of tho gov- 
ernment yesterday, the old rate of pay 
will be restored to the laborei-s on the 
road. This had boon reduced in 1S9S iu 
many places from if'J.uO to .'jJU per day. 

Mr. Holmcken's suggestion to the lion. 
Mr. Bride's hill relieving the volunteers 
ia South Africa from any los.s through 
tho mining regulations, is receiving quite 
favorable comment throughout the lob- 
bies. The senior member for Victoria 
advises that crown grants of their claims 
be issued to the boys who had filed them. 

The supplementary estimates, which 
will probably be brought down on Wed- 
nesday, will, it is expected, contain an 
estimate for the erection of a now Gc5v- 1 
ernment House. Of course tho sum is I 
as yet uncertain, but Mr. Ilelmckcn has I 
suggested that at least .¥20,000 be grant- i 
cd to this purpose. A nwt egg of .'?12,n00 ' 
is already in the treasury, the proce<'(ls 
of the insurance policies which had cov- 
ereil Carey Castle. Mr, Price Ellison, 
however, has suggested that this new 
building should he quite in keeping with 
tho other government buildings of the 
Capital City. Both Provincial and Do- 
minion buildings were of a meet credit- 
able sort, and tho standard in this in- 
stance especially shnuM not be allowed 
: to fall. To the parliament buildings he 
and many others hnd some time since 
objected, but ho was quite prepared at 
last to admit his mistake, and as a mem- 
ber from the Manlaad nnd the Interior, 
ho would assure the government that the 
nppropration would meet with general op- 
probution.

The average Indi- 
cated horse power of a flrst-cluss battlii 
ship In the United States navy Is 12,000. At 
tills rate the power or energy expended by 
tho women of New Y'ork In a single day In 
ciirr.vlng their dri'ss trains would propel 
1,o:H) battle ships."

May Be Imngined. 

One of the sources of exjiense In war 
miiy be descriiied as "wastage" of material. 
In the Ijonibardnuait of Ab^xandrla ln'tweeu 
7 a.m. ami li.'io ii.iu. the British tleet In a- 
HiMiiewliat vigorous fashion deposited ^.K!.") 
shells upon Egyptian soil and about fiOO 
ICg.vpIlaiis Were killed. This was uiidonbt 
ediy good shooting. In view of the fact that 
It took tlie Gcraians, when besieging Mezi- 
eres In 1870, at the rate of three and one- 
half shidls a niliinte, Itl.'i.tKW large projec- 
tiles to kill :t(i(l peoiile, that Is to say, Ui:l 
shells a head, nnd that the lioers. In tlii! 
earlier stage of the present war, dnuiiieil 
2.lk8() .slicll.s Into Ladysmlth and only killed 
eight i>ersons. 

In the Crimean war the total number of 
combatants was 1,400,000, and they Ilreil 
8!i,(Ki<i,(j(io shots, with the result that ol, 
')tr, soldiers were killed In battle and CO, 
.'i:)7 died from their wounds; therefore, to 
all Intents ami purposes, 118,342 bullets 
foimd a billet, and ^,881,058 were wasted. 

In tho Frnneo-Germun Wor, where the 
weapons used were of a superior quality, 
especially as regards precision, the vic- 
torious host of Germans fired oft 30,000,000 
small arm cartridges and 803,000 rounds of 
artillery, with the result that TT.OOO French 
troops were killed outright or died from 
their wounds. The wastage, therefore, on 
the German side amounted to 30,280,000 
shot and shell, and that on the side of the 
Erencli would amount to quite ns much.

A bicycle meet was held yesterday af- 
ternoon at the Oak Bay track, under 

the nuspioL's oC no one in purlieu!:!!-, but 
cngiuoorud by some \'ar.conver cyclists 
and some visiting proe. They Lad held 
a meet at Vancouver On the Saturday 
before and the people of the Terminal 
<_'ity had paid money to see it. "Let us 
^'o to Victoria," said the ivhoolmon, "and 
Work the people there, too. If they ai'O 
such willing pcrformora wo .shall be on 
Easy street in a few days." They cuuie, 
and yesterday afternoon they held the 
meet. The crowd, though, did not go. 
There were Tinder three hundred people 
in the grand stand aa hour after the ad- 
vertised time, and they saw the wheelmen 
selling them the gold brick, for the ma- 
jority hud gone with a firmly planted 
suspicion that things would be as they 
were. The meet was adverti-sed for 
2:30, and some time after this there were 
scarcely over a dozen people in the grand 
stand. " The feelings of the management 
were at freezing point. The announcer 
•was told by A. 11. Brown, of tlie Ter- 
minal Uity Cycle Club, to tell the twelve 
through the megaphone that "owing to 
the late arrive! of 'the crowd' the races 
would not conmience until an hour 
later." In tlio meiintime close on three 
hundred people gathered at four-bits per 
head, and the mauiigeinent thought they 
coul(i afford to perform for tho pro- 
ceeds. They could not, however, afford 
to give more than two races, although as 
!iu extra attraction, Jesse -Edwards might 
be sent around tho track to attempt to 
lower the track record. 

At 3:30 the treasurer announced that 
there was S112 in the treasury. "Well," 
said Mr. Brown, "let tho show proceed. 
Fellers, get on the track!" he shouted, 
and-tho pros, went out to perform for 
their share of the cash proceeds. 

The track was not ntiito as iard as 
usual, owing to the short notice given 
by the wheelmen not allowing of it bc- 
iiig put in better condition. The weather 
conditions, though, were all that could 
be desired. 

Angus McLood, whose lengthy_ form 
was clad in a pink and green uniform, 
took tlic pole — his backer having won the 
tass— and Cotter, in a uniform of half 
and half rod and green, had tho outside. 
He reversed tho position soon after the 
pistol was tired by jumping across* from 
the line and made the pace until the 
tandem was caught at the corner.

Leod was about a half-wheel in front of 
Cotter when they cros.sed the line. 

Wlien tho riders came out for tho 
third heat, several people on the grand 
stand shouted, "Put a time limit on it!" 
— l)ut the committee didn't. Tlie riders, 
thoiigli, did better. Tliey chipped a sec- 
oinl off their fastest race. This heat liad 
no features. The two riders loafed 
around behind the slow tandem into the 
stretch, and then they rode hard for the 
lino. McLood jumped first and made a 
f:ist finifh. with Cotter hanging to his 
rear wheel, as before. The races were 
about as exciting as a hii)podrome sit a 
circus. 

The amateur race — one mile open— was 
more interesting. There were eight en- 
tries, Edwards and McDonald, of Van- 
couver, and 'Cennei'y, Unncock, Royds, 
.Nortlicolt, Thom|)Sou aiul Lindsay, of 
^'ictorill. The race was in two heats. 
'I'lie lirst heat lironglit out tlic two visit- 
ors. Mcl tonald and Edwards, and Xortli- 
cott and Thompson, of the local cracks. 
The visitors won, :McDoiiald leading Ed- 
wards by a wheel, in 2:15. Northcott 
■was third. The race was not remarka- 
ble for any bright specimens of riding. 

The second heat lirought out Hancock, 
Lindsa.v, Royd and Kennedy. It was 
not a fast race, for the time was but 1-5 
second faster than the previous heat, but 
it was tho most interesting event of the 
day. Kennedy made tho pace, with 
Koyds and Hancock bunched behind him, 
and Lindsay tagged behind the hunch. 
Thus they dragged on with positions un- 
changed "until about halt around the 
third lap, wlion Hancock jumped out from 
tlio rest and rode like a veteran. Ken- 
nedy pushed him hard in the stretch, but 
the" yotmg local rider kept daylight be- 
tween his and that rider's wheel.. Roydfi 
finished a good third, and this being the 
fastest heat of the two qualified for the 
final. 

In tho final. JIcDonald, Edwards, Han- 
cock, Kennedy and Itoyds came out, and 
tlioy made a" snail's pace. Twice they 
crowded around the track, and then the 
judges c:illcd oft the race. Tlio time 
would have probably been under four 
minutes. The riders did not like the call 
back, and McDonald filed his kick. There 
was not any time limit on it, he said. A 
crowd of willing performers in tbe stand 
shouted, "Put a four minute time limit 
on it!" The judges, 'though, thought 
2:40 was good enough. The riders were 
2 1-5 below, tho limit. It was tho Van- 
couver bo>-s' race. It was a sponge cako 
to them. Hancock alone promised to put, 
BP some competition, but Ik loat his head.

Consignment of 'Fourteen Hun- 
dred Dollars Brought From 
Wreck Ba>'. 



Fifty Dollars Was Taken Out 
in Less Than an „ 
, Hour* i 



The Wreck Bay block, -sand placers 
continue to yield treasure. Yesterday 
aiorniug another consignment of gold 
was brought from there by the .steamer 
Wlilapa, which arrived from Ahousett 
and way ports on the Coast. The gold 
in care of the purser of the Willapa 
from till' AVest Coiist mines was valued 
at ?1,100, nud was the proiluce of the 
small gold-saving machine and rockers, 
in a month. 

The Willapa landed the last consign- 
ment of lumber for the lotig flume 
which is to carry water for a distance 
of over a mile and a half and do away 
with one of the drawbaclw of worlcing 
the mines, and about two weeks hence 
tlio ilume is expected to be completed. 
Then hydraulic plants will he put in 
by Mes.srs. Sutton and Graham, wlio 
are working the greater portion of the 
beach for the various owners at a per- 
centage, and a mucli larger yield is ex- 
l)octe(l to be taken out. It is thought 
that tlie Willapa will have g(dd on 
nearly all of her trips from the mines. 

That the yield will be vejy much 
grt'.'iter when the new aiiparatus is |mt 
in Is easily to be seen when it is st.ated 
that the stream of water thrown by the 
little madiiiie which has been in opera- 
lion at the Miiiies is iiot large emiugli to 
wash one shovidful of dirt at a time. 

According to one of those who has 
worked at the Wreck Bay placers, tlii're 
art' two paystreaks then>. A\ a deiitli 
of about six iiiclies lielow the surf.-ici" 
shingle there ir^ one str;ita of gr,-ivel 
which carries gold, and lielnw this there 
is aiiotlier gold-bearing strata of gravel 
seiiaratcd from the lirst paystri'ak by a 
layer of coarse gravel. The lower 
strata of gold-bearing sand extends to 
bedrock. 

On Thursday last tlie workmen had 
been working all day witli little result, 
and were about putting the day on 
record as a poor one, when in lestj tluiii 
an hour that eveninig as much as $i)0 
was taken out. This, however, was 
not the usual luck. It established the 
record at the mines. 

The process useil in worlving the 
black sand placers at the bay is thus 
described by those on the steamer who 
have been presiuit during ininiug oImUM- 
tions: The sand is shovelled into a 
sluice and carried down to a Li-ineh 
mereiiry-eovered plate, by slow ile- 
grees. Between the plate ami the sluice- 
bottom is a thin layer of netting which 
cati'lies all the co.-irser sand. The 
scant supply of water, tlioiigli, greatly 
inconveniences and delays the work. 
However, it is only for about two we(d;s 
or tbereaboius that the crude metliod is 
to continue in vogue, for thereafter the 
Ilume will bo used to convey a large 
body of water to no less than a dozen 
raachincfi, and instead of the smaller 
12-iuch plates, plates of ^0 inches will 
bo used in the gold-saving machines. 

All expect that considerable gold will 
be taken out from the black sand be- 
fore the bench is worked out. ' There 
are now abou,t 40 men engaged tliere, 
mostly working for Messrs, Sutton -anil 
Graham, who took over the working of 
the majority of the claims ,on the basis 
of receiving 05 per cent, of the earnings 
for working the properties. There are. 
tliongli, .si^veral who are working 
claiiUH independently, among these lieing 
S. (3. Biniis, the discoverer of tlie mines, 
and Campbell, of Clayoiiuot, both of 
whoso properties are turning out well. 

Tli(> mines are not many miles from 
Uehilet, but the trail is so bad that con- 
siderable thiie is tali^'ii to reach them 
from the ^\■est Coast |)ort. 'J'lie trail is 
exiiccted to be improved befcu'e lung. 
Tile Willapa has been landing the goods 
for the miners in Wrecl; I'.-iy, instead of 
at reltilet. as was al tlrst done. 

When the Willapa gnes up the Coast 
,-igani at the beginning of the week, she 
will carry a new purser, for I'tirser I'ad- 
doii is to take a lri[i to Eiiglaml, and 
.Vridiie .McLaren, formerly in the em- 
[iloy of the tireat Xorthern railway in 
\'aucouvi'r and Seatl'ie, is to take 
charge in his stead. 

•Viiiong tlie passengers wlio arrived 
from the Coast on tlie steamer were 
Col. Hayes, of tlio Hayes mine, on Al- 
berni Cniml, where' four miners weri' 
landed on the up-trip of the steamer; 
II. E, Newton, who came down to let 
the contract for the wagon road from 
Mineral creek to the Golden Eagle 
mincri at Alberni, which is to be iiboiit 
live miles long; W. A. Dickey. .Tiiines 
Thomson and wife, Itev.

WHO WAS THE INVIirNTOR? 

Uival ClaimanlH For the First Safety 

Bicycle. 

Wlio invented tlu^ safety bipycle'.' 
askfi the London Daily Mail. 

Mr. George Sherguld, of (iloucester, 
claims that he is the inventor, and that 
his original machino, now on exhibition 
at the olUce of the Gloucester Cycle Coin- 
puny, was used in 18T0, and fitted with 
rubber tires in 1877. 

Unt doubt has arisen ns to whether Mr. 
Shorgold did make the fir«t safety bicycle 
and hifi claims arc contested by two other 
inventors. One is ^Ir. Henry Bate, of 
:!S Ashbumham Road, Southend, wlio, in 
a letter to the Daily Mail, Signs himself 
"Inventor of the Flying Dutchman patent 
rear-driving, gear-wheel, multiple action, 
.safety bic.vcle." 

'•I took out the patent Cor my macbiiie," 
he writes, "in October, 1,S7(I. and rode it 
continually through the streets nC Clap- 
ham and Croyden in ISTT, ISTS, 1ST!) and 
l.SSO. How is it, if there was anotber 
safety bic.vcle in existence before then, 
that nobody heard of it in Loiidmi or 
anywhere else except Cloucester';" 

Mr. Bate maintains that the support- 
ers of Shergold's claim can give no evi- 
dence that the Gloucester safety bicycle 
was the first built. "They say it was 
made in May, l.STti, five months before 
I p:itented my machine and described the 
presiMit bicy('l[> in every detail, but the 
only evidence they can iiroduce in an in- 
voie.'' for the tires botigbt in 1877." 

'I"he second claimant is Mr S. .Tcdin- 
son, of S, }?arclay-road. Fulhani. S.W.. 
who goes one better than either Shergold 
or Bate hv asserting that he invented a 
safety bicycle in 1,870. 

"Mr. Sliergidd," he writes, "has no 
claim whatever. I claim tn bo the orig- 
inal inventor of the safety bicycle, both 
for England and .Vnierica In ISTD I 
took the first medal given in England 
for a safety, and without any opiiosition 
I also won a modal in America in 1871. 

"I was robbed of my English patent, 
but fiold inv American rights to Messrs. 
Pone & Co".. Boston. U.S.A. 

"I may mention that It wnfi because 
Mr Balfour once said at a cyclist's ban- 
(|uet that the inventor of the safety bicy- 
cle ought to he found and n substantial 
leslimnninl riiised for him that so many 
claimants have come forward." 

Cnriously enough Mr. .lohuson, in fur- 
ther support of his claim, encloses the 
copy of a letter dated December 20, l.SDO, 
and Kigned "II. Bate." in which tlie writ- 
er says that .after visiting the patent of- 
fice to look over the records be "yields 
up the inventorsbip of the present safely 
to Mr. S. .Tohnson. of Fulhnm."

Yesterday afternoon an Express repre- 
sentative had a talk with Mr. Otto Ull- 
stroiii, of the firm of Ullstroni & Co., 
naval architects, marine engineei-s, ship 
contractors and surveyors, about ships. 

"Steamships are fetching fabulous 
firices nowadays," began Mr. UUstrom, 
"and the reason is that the world's tnide 
is remarkably good. Norway, Sweden. 
Italy and Franco are buying all the old 
tonnage in the market. The Spaniard.s 
and the Creek.i are making strong iu- 
quirii's for boats about ten years old; 
ill fact, tho Greeks are our best buy- 
ers. 

".Vations are buying for their own 
purposes and not individuals, and every 
vessel bought or chartered is bought or 
chartered for a definite object. There is 
no gambling in the transaction.. 

"Take the case of Sweden. ^lerchants 
and timber owners are jirepared to pay 
any freight to clear off the largo stocks 
before winter sots in. 

"Tho present freight is about .'^.'js. a 
standard from the Baltic. The demand 
is so great that 50s. will be tho price 
before the end of the season.

There will be three engineers, 
every one of them hoiue-born. for in this 
part iciil.'ir lirauch of sea-faring Ave are 
not oiii.v able to siijiply all our own ships, 
hut to iiroviile a goodly iiniiiber of for- 
eign vesselis with engineers ns well, 
which is soinetliing to be thankful for.

j CHINESE TELEGRAPHS. 

I Run By tho Government and the Mes- 
j sages Are Generally in English. 



I'inglish and telegraphy nre taught. In 
all the town.s I visited I found operators 
who spake English, and thoy usually did 
so pretty fairly, too. In many cases tho 
ttdegrapber is the onlv mtui in his town 
who has an.v knowledge of English, and 
when foreigners arrive lie is etilled upon 
to act as interpreter between tlioin and 
tbe local ofllcials. Tlirouf.hout my e\-- 
perienco in tho empire nil my telegraphic 
■mcseagoe were sent and received without 
a single mistake. This is the more note- 
worthy from the fact that I used a ci- 
pher code. Tho building and extending 
of telegraph lines wen; still going" on 
when I was in China. , 

"The ocean .cables, which run to sever- 
al ChiniSse portis, are all trader foreign 
control! On the government land tele- 
graphs tbe charges are very high, , Each 
word is charged for, including the ad- 
dress and signature, on a scale according 
to distance, tho expense of tlie construc- 
tion of tho line, etc. It is probable that 
in the earlier days of Chinciie telegraphy 
some Englishmen and Ainorica-ns were 
employed as operators, but now, so far 
as I konw, all the operators nre China- 
men, the native schools furnishing enough 
to supply the demand. It is likoly thnt 
in the liiglier ranks of tho service thero 
are some electrical experts who are Amer- 
ican or English, but even those may have 
now been dispon.scd with. All the opera- 
tors use the old fnfihioned recording in- 
.strument, with notation on paper, al- 
though some of tliom may have become 
.skilled enough to read the signals by 
sound. 

"Slieng, tho director-general of tele- 
graphs at Shanghai, is a man with whom 
I became -well acquainted. His tinmo is 
pronounced ns af it were spelled "Shiing." 
He is a verj; bright, intelligent China- 
man, of decided ability, indeed, and is 
the possessor of considerable wealth. Ho 
is a man who is able to retain his official 
position under all administrations. For 
a number of years he has been the head 
of the telegraph system, and he has also 
been the director-general of railroads 
since 180S, when the place was created. 
He does not speak Eiigrrsh, but every 
other man in his offlee does. His ad- 
ministratiTe offices occupy an entire 
building, in which English Is the common 
language, most of tho men there, native 
Cliinamea, having been educated in tho 
United States. Tlioy use American type- 
writers. Besides holding his government 
positions, Sheng is the hc.id of the China 
Merchants' Steamship Company, a pri- 
vate corporation, whoso vessels go all 
along the coast, and up he rivers. At tlio 
outbreak of the recent hostilities ho put 
jiill tlies(> steamers under foreign dags. 
, Ho is about ."i(i yetirs old.' and is ;i man- 
I tlarin of the 'e.xtra lirst cbis.s,' of highest 
I rank, wliich entitles him to the exalted 
j distinction of wearing tho carved red 
i button."

A few years 
ago a similar agitation was on foot ami 
a sum of money was raised by private 
subscription to secure a number of son;; 
liirds from the old country; but tlie move- 
inent was frowned upon by certain of 
the farmers, who were afraid that the 
birds would destroy their seeds. Jlr. 
Turner did not think the farmers were 
ri^'ht to taking this view of the matter. 
Ciniipetent atithorities had cited ample 
evidence showing that the birds did 
more jrood than damage. Of course, 
they destroyed a small iiuantity of fruit 
nmi pii-l;ed ui) a (luaiitily of seeds, but 
thi' f-'oiid thev did in deslroyiiiK worms, 
grubs anil Hies far ex.-eeded any dam- 
age thev mii-'ht do.

■ usually scarce this yuai< and to that fact 
is proiiablv due the visitation of the cut 
worm and its deadly consequences. 
The use of paris green and other poisons 
to get rid of the pests mi>,'bt result in 
disaster to the birds, as, when they ko 
Into the patches to feed on the worms, 
they are attracted by the mixture, and 
the ronspqiipnees are always fatal. The 
birds should be preserved by all means. 
They would perhaps destro.v a few 
clior'ries and pick up a few seeds, but 
tliev did much more t,'ood than harm. 
There was never, any objection found 
in KiiL'laiid to the conduct of the birds. 
'I'rue. tliere. as in this country, they 
ate a few cherries and jiicked up lieeds, 
but it was always reco^'iiized that they 
worked for the farmers' griod and tlieir 
visitations were coiisenueiitly welcomed. 
Mr. Brvden thinks the provincial jrov-

le are awniv tlin! birds are benehcial 
n one way or another to u>:"'l;'"'\- 
Fewer still know, or partly know, that 
•ill birds lire so. Many have a dim con- 
ception that some few birds destroy nox'- 
ious ins.'cls and class the larfre majority 
as either useless or destructive, while 
pr(d)al)lv nine-tenths of the human race 
never ;:ive the subject a thought. Ihe 
i-eivnt disastrous invasion of out worms 
in this province, and the incnlciUiible 
damage they have wrought _in their 
peregrinations, has brought to light curi- 
ous facts in regard to birds that have 
lieen partly known to tlic writer for 
■some time, and have oncburnited him to 
proceed with the writing of certnin pn- 
.pers on the subject of the relation of 
birds to agriculture 'which ho has long 
'iind in contomplntiou. AVe will begin 
with that much despised, execrated and 
Imnted member of the feathered trilu' — 
the crow. First we will relate what 
iuis been told us in the last few days. 
A prominent farmer of the valley, who 

• has lost nearly all his crops by the worm, 
has still a fine crop of fruit, apples and 
pears, the trees of which the worms a 
few days ago had attacked viciously, 
nnd in such numbers rh;it bo was con 
fidont that the tiext iii;,'ht woiihl see 
them Ptrinped of both fruit nnd foliaire. 
.•\ lartre flock of' crows hapiieneil along 
just after the trees were attacked anil 
spent the rest of the day in the orchard- 
with the result that the trees are still 
bearing their leaves nnd fruit, and Mr. 
Worm too'- insh'o passage for the fur- 
off land. That farmrr had been in the 
'habit of shooting nt the crows whonever 



they came about Lis plaft?. btit lie wi'lf 
now protect them fnithfuffij.- Another 
farmer of Douman had a siuitllar experi- 
ence with a tield of carrots. Alx>ut half 
wi^re destroyed when crows happened to 
espy tile worms, and nlightiiij; on the 
held they completely cleaved it of pests 
and saved him the remainder of the crop. 
He now swears by .liin Crow. But 
these two men liappcued to be of an ob- 
servant nature. Uow many more, on 
seeing the orchard or field darkeued by 
these birds, would have stopped to iii- 
(luire whether they were there for good 
or for evil? How many but who would 
have rushed for the gun, or sent the 
boys after them with firearms and 
stones? The first step in the right direc- 
tion is to find out what a bird means by 
his somewhat apparently injurious or 
menningless actions. 

"If we are not satisfied with what we 
see, let ns shoot him and dissect his 
stomach. Oue more or less will not 
signify, so long as it is for a good pur- 
pose. Wo open the crow's gullet, and 
lind — what? About 1(1 per cent, fruit or 
grain, 40 [jtr cent, carrion, anil .^O per 
cent, of worms, caterpillers and iiau'cts 
of various kinds which destroy the farm- 
ers' fields and the gardner's acre alike. 
See liiiii in flic s[iring at [ilowing time. 
A farmer begins ii fi(dd. In a short 
time (if he hiiS not been shot at con- 
tinually I lie and his friends, flying over 
the barren earth in search of food, esp.v 
the fresh turned earth. They wheid 
about and alight, and in a short time 
have picked over the already turned 
ground, and are industriously following 
tile plough. When the oiid of the fur- 
row Is reached they liy or waddle across 
to the other land side and pick up <he 
furrow there, and so on all day long. 
A more faithful servant a farmer never 
bad; Init, alas, too often repaid for his 
hanl day's work by a sliot from a gun. 
I have seen a grass field from which 
the hay had been liaiileil. strewn over 
with crows. Were they eatiic an.xtliini; 
Of value'/ No, only ^rasshoijpers wlii'-li 
were there in niillions feeding on the 
aftermath, nnd often have I seen the 
farmer come out with a gun and shoot 
at these birds which were worth their 
weight in gold to him, or any other i-'row- 
er, because he was afraid they woiilil 
steal a little fruit in the adjiiiiiin^,' or- 
chard." 

The reporter of the Colonist calleil up- 
on the ilepuly minister of a^'ririilture 
.•mil asked bis opinion on Ihe sulijei t of 
birds in their relation to agriiailtiire. 
.Mr. .\nilersoii s.aid: 

"I consiiier t!ie subject to be a vital 
i|Uestioii to agricullurisls. and I veii- 
liiie to say that even those birds with 
the very worst of reputations have some' 
good points wliiidi go far towards roun- 
terliaianciiig their evil deeds. It is nil 
niideiiiable fact that the crow does steal 
apiili's and young chickeii.s, that ihii 
blueja.v, so generally condemned, doii! 
help himself to unconsidered trifles in 
the way of grain nnd vegetables, and 
that the robin (jio-ealledl brings up ber 
young to appropriate the cherries in the 
nearest orchard. But these articles of 
food do not last the year round, and 1 
ask on wh.at do these birds sulisisi for 
the remaining iiioiiths of ihe year'.' They 
are ahvay.-; witli us and the\- must live 
on something. Now lliat something 
consists, as lias lu'en proved \>y seieii- 
tilic observation, principally of insects 
injurious to vegetation. lOveii tlie lOng- 
lish sp.arrow, the derelict of bird kind, 
has somi' good iiualilies. and defenders 
witli proofs of liii-i lew virlui's are not 
wanting. Now, I ilo imr wish it to he 
understood that I am ailvocatiiiig the in- 
crease of the birds 1 nu^ntion, hut 1 have 
sidected some of the worst in order to 
show that even they art^ not utterly to 
be condemned. During the recent plague 
of cut worms, which one of my eorres- 
])ondents ascribes in part to the absence 
of birds, whicli has been remarked, the 
crow has been conspicuous in redeeming 
his character by his activity in hunting 
out tlie caterpillars." 

T'be following excerpt from a letter 
written by Mr. Anderson to Dr. Fletclier 
explains itself: 

"I am sure you will be pleased to bear 
a good word s[iokeii in favor of the 
execrated old crow. For some time be- 
fore it was discovered that the cut worm 
plague was upon us. I noticed first one. 
then several, and then a number of 
crows, bnsily engaged amongst the grass 
on the lawns in front of the government 
buildings. On investigation I discovered 
that they were after cut worms, and 
good work the.v must have done, judging 
from the nssiduit.v with which they pur- 
sued their labors. I have Bineo had 
similnr reports from several parts of the 
province, and even the still more ovecrat- 
ed bluejay lias emne in for a f?6f)d woni 
from some quarters. The old adage is 
borne out that a certain gentleman is 
not always ns black ns lie is iiaiiiteil." 

Mr. Anderson points to his various re- 
ports ns to the stand he has taken on 
this all-important subject. For instance, 
in the fourth report lie quotes Dr. C. 
Hart Herrinm'fi remnrks from "Hnwks 
nnd Owls of the United States'' as fol- 
lows: 

"When certnin birds are known to be 
harmful to ag.-icnltural interests, the 
farmer has a right to ask that the pro- 
tection of law be withdrawn from sneli 
specii>s, nnd even that means be taken 
to diminish their numbers. At first it 
might seem as easy matter to class birds 
into two great groups— the iivjnrious 
siipcles nnd the beneficial species— but in 
reality it is very difllcult, for however 
harmful a species may be at ope sen- 
s in of the year, or in a certnin region, it 
may be ouite tb*' reverse nt another sen- 
son, or in n different region. Thus the 
bobolink is one of the most highly priz- 
eil visitors in the northern slates, and 
the damage it does to the crops there 
is so iiirinitesiin.al that this weighs notli- 
in'_' against the' attraction of its pres- 
ence and the beautv of its snncr. In the 
southern stativ; this same bnbniink. so 
chanjed in plnmnge ns to easily pass 
under an alias, the rice bird, does im- 
mense damaue to tlie rice crop— a dam- 
aire which ninouuts to over a million dol- 
lars a year. 

"Another example of the heneficial- 
injiii;ious species is the crow. What 
farmer needs to be told of the unprin- 
cipled conduct of .Tim Ornw nt and im- 
medinteiy after corn-planting time. The 
ever-present scare crow bears mute wit- 
lir-ss to tlie crow's foinlness for cnrn. 
and bis tlnevini; habils, But when the 
corn is past danger the crow cham-'cs 
from an obnoxious to nn exemplary 
member of iiird society, and the wnr he 
wages on the cut worm earns him no 
scanty need of praise from tlio grass 
farmer." 

Another class of binl. Mr. Ani1ers"n 
went on tn sa.v. which has been the snli- 
ieet of the relentless nniinnsity nf piaii 
is that coming nnder the lieatl of birds 
of prey, nnmel.v, hawks nnd owls. "I 
have," he said, "repeatedly been asked to 
advocate the .placing, of a homitv on 
tlie.se birds, but with the result of scien- 
tifii! investigations liefore me. I could, 
not conscientiously adopt such a course, 
and my opinion is that these birils also 
should be protected and not ruthlessly 
destroyed." 
Dr. Merrinm savs of tliem: 
"The result proves that a class of 
birds commonly looked upon ns enemie.9 
to the farmer, nnd indiscrimiiiatel.v de- 
stroyed whenever occnsion offers, renlly 
I rank, amongst his best friends, and with 
I few exceptions should be preservi'd ami 



tuconragod to take up their abode- m the 
neighborhood oC his home. Only six of 
the m species nnd sub-species of hawks 
and owls of the United States are fiv- 
jurious. Of theke three are so extreme- 
Iv rare that they need hardly be con- 
sidered, and another (the fish hawk) is 
only indiroetly injurious, leaving but two 
—the sharp-sliinued and Coojer'B liawk— 
that really need to he taken iato account 
as enemieu of agricnlture." 

"In short, enough has been said and 
written," Mr. Anderson went on to say, 
"to place beyond question that birds in 
general ore more .beneficial than harm- 
, ful. That some of them cause loss is 
unquestioned; that the loss sublained is, 
I in many cases, more than countorlial- 
nneed by the benelits they bestow; in 
others it is at least couuterbalimced; 
I in some it is n moot question, and in 
Ivery few cuscs they ore acknowledged 
( to be injurious. In view therefore of 
I these facts, and tlii;y are facts that have 
been ascertained by careful investiga- 
I tion at a great cost, it is an injudicious 
I policy- to encourage tlie extermination of 
aa.v class of bird, but rather that every 
elTort should be made towards the pre- 
servation of birds we have and -^o en- 
courage tlie importation and acclimatiza- 
tion of such birds as nrir known to be 
alto.getber beneficial or harmless song- 
sters. In connection with the latter, I 
may say that the question is coming up 
nt the meeting of the Natural History 
Society on Monday evening, with a vie v 
of reviving the question of raising a 
fund for the importation of song and 
beneficial birds, when, I have no doubt, 
a discussion of an interesting character 
will result, and I hope that some of the 
reporters of the press will be present in 
order that the result can bo made pub- 
lie." 

John Fannin, curator of the provineinl 
museum, seen by a Colonist reporter, 
said: 

"It is perhaps unfair to :isk me for an 
expri'ssion of oiunion respi'cting the 'n- 
troilui'tion of foreign birds in this prov- 
inee. liecausc" ever.votie knows 1 am on 
the side of the birds, and always will be. 
no nialter wliose ideas ari' contrary. 

"Some time ago the Xatural llistm-y 
Society took this matter up and a sum 
of money was suliscribed by the people 
of A'ictori.a for the purpose of hriiit.'in,,' 
birds from lOiighiinl. but cold water was 
thrown nn the project and for the time- 
beiiiL' the work was abandoned. It is an 
old-time idea that birds are to an.v great 
extent injurious to vegetation— an idea 
that has been exploded years ago. 

"Tile trouble is we do not study the 
birds. It seems to be too silly a sub- 
ject for the ordinary person to hothe; 
his head with. This is a mistake. If 
we knew more about the life histories of 
our wild birds we would know better 
how to manage our farms. Take and 
kill off every land bird in the province 
and it wouhl not be very long when .lot 
a fanner in British Coluinhia would be 
making n living out of the products of 
his farm. British Columbia has IMD 
species of birds, each of wliiidi lay froiii 
two to ten eggs: and considering the 
fact that nearly all the land birds bring 
'out two broods each season, how verv 
few birds we see. In fact. I have been 
often told that n-;:- y.vr.vrr.rc , coiniiara- 
tividy speaking, has no birds. 

"We certainly c;in do with more, and 
I would say; 'Bring them out, fill our 
gardens, our shade trees and our fields 
with song birds and make life easier and 
oiir doctors' bills less." 

"But will they be protected when 
brought liere'.' Our robin is one of the 
most doBtructive birds on Insects wo 
have. He is a ground-feeder, and ns he 
hops over the grnfis nothing in the shape 
of beetle, slug or worm escapes his 
bright little eyes, and he gobbles it n|); 
but when the cold weather comes nnd lie 
can't lind liis natural food he comes into 
the city and feeds on the ripe berries of 
our ornamental trei^s, and then the s^tiall 
boy criini.>s along with his catapult and 
kills them by the dozen. This may hap- 
pen with the song birds unless the law is 
better enforced. 

,'I do not think that there is a single 
land bird in British Coluinhia but what 
does more good th.aii harm. Even 
hawks, against which the hand of every 
sportsman in the country is raised and 
wliicli are indiscriminately shot wherever 
found, are not the black terrors they are 
painted, "\^'e have 17 species in the 
province, only four of which guilt can 
be laid at their doors. These are the 
sharp-shinned hawk. Cooper's hawk, 
western gashawk and the red-tailed 
hawk; but these piny such havoc with 
small rodents nnd insects that the good 
they do more than compensates for the 
liarni. 

"In ;i book published liy the United 
States department of ngriculturo, entitl- 
ed "Hawks' and Owls of the United 
States," Dr. Hart Merrinm has this to 
say of these birds: 'Out of 2,212 stom- 
nciis wlii<di were cicamined 56 per cent, 
contained mice and other small mam- 
mals, 2T per cent, insects and only 3V1> 
per cent, poultry or game birds.' "

A RIFLE BULLET. 



Its ■Flight rrobloms Touched On By 
Engineering. 

Engineering, in an article on what is 
termed the "drift" of a projectile, gives 
.some interesting results as tQ the flight of 
a rifle bullet. Drift may be defined ia 
general terms as ^a progressive lateral 
displncoment of the trajectory curve from 
a vertical plane which bisects the muzzle 
of the barrel and the object point aimed 
It." A most important cause of drift is, 
says Engineering, to be found in immedi- 
ate association with the spin of the pro- 
jectile. It does not appear to be very 
pcneroUy or very clearly understood ex- 
actly why the spinning of a bullet makes 
that 'bullet drift, but it hn.s boon proved 
experimontally and beyond all doubt that 
it does do so in fact, and it has been 
established that the drift due to spin ia 
always to that side which corresponds 
I in the direction of spin. In otlier words, 
I a proj«!ctile, witli a spin corresponding 
I to the direction of motion of the hands 
of a watch, will drift to the right anff 
vioe versa. IThe effect is of the same 
character oe though n cylindrical pencil 
were uiadn to spin about its axis, and 
projected (while spitming) along the sur- 
face of a tablecloth in the direction of 
\t'A axis. The pencil would move^longi- 
tndiniilly in the direction of propulsion; 
it -would also roll laterally in the direc- 
tion of its siiin. The reason it rolls to 
one side is that it meets with more fric- 
tionnl resistance on its under, than on 
its upper, surface. Well, it is quite pos- 
sible, and indeed probable that a spinning 
bullet rolls laterally over the air below 
I it for a similar reason. The differences of 
IfrietionnI resistance due to differenco of 
. density above nnd below the axial lino of 
i the projectile were the sole, or even the 
I main, cause of drift due to spin, then 
drift in elevated regions, where the atmos- 
phere is rarilied ought to be less than in 
lilacfM nearer the .sea. In the Transvaal, 
for <x;iniple, drift on.ght to be loss than 
in Eni-'Iaml with tlie same weapons. A 
erie.sof careful executive qnantitativo ox- 
periini'iits carried out on the South .\fri- 
caii i)!Mteau could not fail to be of griMlt 
|iractir-al interest. It seems probable too, 
according to Engineering, that the pas- 
sage of a spinning proje<'tile in close nrox- 
iinity to solid or liquid bodies will be 
found in many cases to inllueiice drift. 
The tlieoretical reasons for this belief 
may bo thus stateJ,. A spinning projec- 
tile tends to produr- a spinning wind in 
its immediate neighborhood. There is a 
surface -or skin adhesion between the 
circumambient aid and the projectile cor- 
responding to the adhcffion between a 
fihip*'s surface nnd the water in which it 
floats. When the layer of air i'ti close 
contact with- a projectile Is compelled by 
frictional adhesion tto spin, that layer- 
carries the next indjacent* layer, with it, 
and so on for some'-distance awny,rwitn' 
steadily diminishing effect There fe lit- 
tle reason to doubt that spinning liodlce- 
with a Rumciently rapid snin nnd slow 
aria] velocity would be eO'ccted bv the 
neighborhood of resisting solid or liquid" 
masses, nnd the tendency would he to 
cause both to "soar" nnd ""drift."
